WHAT will be the aext move in the; 


amateur aituation, The west is not 
in the mood to accept dictation as 
to its conduct from the east and 
aithough the cast has made some 
concession to the western unions 
on the amateur question their 
“crawl is no more than #@ g§rant- 
ing to a slight degree of home rule 
which while enabling western so!l- 
dier athletes to remain athletes in 
the west effectually protects fhe 
east from competition with them. 
The concession made by the east- 
ern delegates and their glee at hav- 
ing the weatern delegates accept 
it indicates only too clearly the rea- 
gon for their stand pat policy——the 
fear that western soldier athletes 
will take away from the eastern 
athietes the championships that 4 
main in that part of Canada. . a 
making the concession tho eastern 
delegates have drawn the line which 
will ultimately cause the Secession 
of the western amateur urlon# 
from the domifiion body. The pol- 
icy laid down by that concession is 
an open discrimination against the 
west which it i clearly evidenced 
wll be maintained by voting power 
in the councils of the Dominion 
governing body. 


TO illustrate the discrimination again- 
St the west let us consider the ama- 
teur hockey situation for the com- 
ing winter, The western teams 
will consist largely of soldier athie- 
ets who have been reinstated by 
their provicial bodies, Teams that 
wins out in the western playoff will 
be drawn to play against the east- 
ern champions for the Allen cup. 
When the time for that playoff 
comes the eastern teams will not be 
allowed to play ageinst any return- 
ed soldiers and if the west ts to 
compete the team must be broken 
up by leavinig of its strength re- 
turned soldier players, Thats elim- 
inates the western team as danger-~ 
ous contenders, The same  con- 
dition will exist in all lines of sport. 


THE fear that Uie cast had of west- 
ern contenders is amply justified 
by the results in a number of events 
in the Dominion championship 
sports. In the sprints for example 
the time were slower than in the 
Alberta champloinship sports, 


THE attitude of the Winnipeg hoc- 
key association against the retn- 
statement of returned soldiers is 
something of a mystery. General- 
ly speaking the policy of any league 
on such matters is determined by 
the effect of such action on their 
strenzth amd@compared with tthe 
strength of competing organizations.
